Strauss, Begin meet 


TEL AVIV, July 2 (AP) — 
Robert Strauss, special U.S. envoy 
to the Middle Hast, opened talks 
in Israel Monday on a plan for 
Palestinian self-government and 
Israel relaxed punitive measures 
in the occupied West Bank in an 
apparent gesture to the American 
diplomat. 

Strauss made his first contact 
with Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin since his appointment by 
President Jimmy Carter to lead 
the U.S. delegation to the triangu- 
lar talks with Egypt and Israel 
aimed at establishing Palestinian 
home-rule in areas occupied by 
Israel since 1967. 

Shortly before Strauss met 
Begin, Israel announced it was 
reopening the Bir Zeit University 
15 mites north of Jerusalem which 
was closed after student unrest 
two months ago. . . 

In another move apparently 
aimed' to appease the State 
Department, the Begin govern- 
ment dropped plans to prosecute 
Palestinian leaders of tbe city of . 
Nablus who ted « deao&sttatfon 
against The construction ofa new 
Jewish settlement overlooking the 
city last month. 

Israeli newspapers said the 
measures were ordered by 
Defense Minister Ezer Wexonan. 
A spokesman for Weizraan did 
not link the moves to the Strauss 
visit, but said that “ every pun- 
ishment must come to an end ’’ 

Some U.S. diplomats who 
closely watch Palestinian affairs 
speculated that Strauss's first 
Mideasttour as delegation chief to 
the autonomy talks was the under- 
lying motive behind the unex- 
pected Israeli moves.

Israel plans to 
uranium from DetuBfim 


SODOM, Israel July 2 (R) — 
Israel is planning to extract 
uranium from under the Dead Sea 
as fuel for nuclear power plants, 
officials said Monday. If experi- 
ments prove successful and Israel 
starts to produce uranium, the 
scheme could significantly reduce 
tbe conn try’s dependence on fore- 
ign energy supplies. 

But the uranium, of a kind 
known to scientists as “Yellow 
Cake " would be suitable only for 
midcar power generation — and 
aot for- nuclear weapons, the offi- 
cials said. 

The plan was disclosed when 
reporters were shown a chemicals 
production plant under construc- 
tion near this industrial center on 
thefawes of the Dead Sea.

JEDDAH, July 2 — The gov- 
ernment has decided to increase 
output of exude oO from Saudi 
fields although the exact level of 
the increase has not yet been 
fixed, according to Petroraio Gov- 
ernor Dr. Abdul Hadi Taber. 

The increase, which is tempor- 
ary and designed to meet “ the 
govemmeufs financial require- 
ments, ” will be settled at a high- 
level meeting over the next few 
days. “ I am not so sure It will 


reach one million barrels a day, " 
Dr. Taher said. Saudi production 
was believed to be at a little over 8 
rabd last week. 

Dr. Taher” s statements to 
“ Arab News ” Monday night fol- 
lowed a brief announcement from 
the Royal Court in the morning 
that Saudi Arabia was raising out- 
put “ for reasons of develop- 
ment.” 

Whatever the government’s 
immediate reasons for the move, 
the increase will inevitably 
remove some of the upward price 


Bir Zeit classes was a gesture to 
Strauss. “ We certainly made our 
thoughts dear on Bir Zeit for 
some time,” he said, referring to 
public remarks by the State 
Department spokesman in 
Washington. 

Diplomatic sources said Strauss 
was weighing whether or not to 
raise the Bir Zeit issue in his meet- 
ings with Begin, but the Israeli 
decision of late Sunday Preemp- 
ted Strauss’s intentions.

RIYADH, July 2 (SPA) — 
Foreign Minister Prince Saud 
Al-Faisal left here Monday for 
Rabat to attend a meeting of the 
Jerusalem committee; Tbe meet- 
ing, chaired by King Hassan of 
Morocco began laterrin the day. 

Tbe committee was formed by a 
resolution of the foreign ministers 
of Islamic countries who met in 
Fez last May. 

It was charged with drawing up 
a plan for the liberation of the holy 
city, which has been under Israeli 
occupation since 1967. Tbe city 
with its Aqsa mosque, is the third 
holiest shrine in Islam, after

Boost in U.S. Navy proposed 


WASHINGTON, July 2 (AP) 
— U.S. President Jimmy Carter 
will consider proposals by top 
advisers for relatively > “minor 
increases” in UJS. military opera- 
tions in the volatile Indian 
Ocean-Gulf area, administration 
sources have said. 

The moves, recommended by a 
cabinet -level committee some 10 
days ago, fall short of some more 
elaborate mflifary proposals urged 
by certain senior officials during 
the Iranian crisis. 

Sources said the principal 
recommendations by the high- 
level committee, aimed at demon- 
strating “UJS. concern” for stabil- 
ity in the area, would: 

Increase tbe number of 
“show the flag” cruises by major 
U.5. naval task forces, usually led 
by an aircraft carrier, in the Indian 
Ocean from throe to tour or more 


a year. 

— Add one or two more des- 
troyers to “the small, three-ship 
permanent 1 ' UJS. Mideast force 
stationed in the Gulf for about 30 
years. 

— Undertake occasional flights 
by U.S. warplanes to friendly 
countries. 

Some administration officials 
had pushed the idea of establish- 
ing a permanent fleet in the Indian 
Ocean. This was reported by 
senior admirals. They contended 
such a step would require reducing 

the strength of the 6th Fleet in tire 
Mediterranean and the 7th Fleet 
in the Pacific because the navy’s 
resources are currently at their 
smallest since before Pearl Har- 
bor. 

UiL Defense Secretary Harold 
Brown was described as skeptical 
about tbe idea for a full time major 


fleet in the Indian Ocean. 

“Long-range planning for a 
multi-division army and marine 
force of well trained men which 
could be flown to the Gulf area 
and in an emergency and sus- 
tained there for about 60 days do 
oot figure in tbe administration's 
current thinking about strengthen- 
ing the U.S. military presence 
there.” 

U.S. defense officials have 
stressed that continuing problems 
with strategic airlift shortages and 
insufficient number of support 
units in the regular forces make it 
unlikely that a force of that size 
could be ready for years. 

At the moment, the United 
States has four small naval vessels 
in the Indian Ocean-Gulf area. 
Russia normally maintains about 
20 ships in that region half of them 
combat vessels.

MUNICH, July 2 (R) — The - 
West German Siemens electrical 
company said Monday it has 
received an order worth 190 mil- 
lion marks ($ 100 million) from 
Saudi Arabia for power switch- 
boards and four transformer sta- 
tions. 

Siemens said the switchboard 
order from the Saudi National 
Company for Electric Power 
involved tbe expansion of tbe 
existing 123 kilowat electricity 
grid. 

The transformer stations are for 
a projected 420 kilovolt network 
in western Saudi Arabia, connect- 
ing Yanbu with Medina and Jed- 
dah with Mecca. 


BEIRUT, July 2 (R) — Leban- 
ese President Elias Sarkis Monday 
designated outgoing Premier 
Saltm Hoss to form a new gov- 
ernment, It was officially 
announced. 

Dr. Hoss tendered his cabinet’s 
resignation on May 16 to pave the 
way for a new government 
designed to help bring about 
national reconciliation in Leba- 
non. 

The presidential office said in a 
statement the head of state Mon- 
day received Dr. Hoss who Crusted 
him with the formation of a new 
government. 

Official sources said tbe 
premier-designate' would meet 
Kamel Assad, speaker of the 
99-member single-house parlia- 
ment, Monday night to discuss the 
matter prior to holding consulta- 
tions with political leaders. 

Dr. Hoss is due to call on former 
prime ministers Tuesday, accord- 
ing to traditional procedure, 
before sounding out the views of 
parliamentary bloc leaders on the 
next cabinet. 

Meanwhile Dr. Hoss called on 
Palestinian commandos not to 
take action in his country that 
could be used by Israel as an 
excuse to attack it 
Speaking to reporters after a 
meeting late Sunday with Palesti- 
nian leader Yasser Arafat, Dr. 
Hoss said he had also urged the 
Palestinians to give up “ armed 
manifestations” in Lebanon’s 
troubled southern region. 

Also at the meeting was Salah 
Khalaf (Abu Iyad), second-in 
command of Fateh, the leading 
commando organization.

Typhoid hits 
refugees in 
Nicaragua 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, July 
2 (AP) — Typhoid and tetanus 
have broken out among Man- 
agua’s 150,000 civil war refugees 
and food shortages are driving 
others to renewed looting in the 
capital. 

“We have several cases of 
typhoid and tetanus in Managua,” 
Dr. Humberto Lopez of the 
Nicaraguan Red Cross said. “It 
won’t be long before it is a major 
crisis if we don't start getting vac- 
cine from other countries” 

“The Red Cross distributed its 
last food Saturday," said Miguel 
Schflel, the Red Cross director in 
Managua. "If food doesn’t arrive 
soon from the outside there will be 
disaster— All of our stations are 
making urgent appeals to us to 
ship them food and medicine — 
Leon, Esteli, Masaya, 
Chman&dega 

Chflel said hundreds of tons of 
food and medicine are waiting in 
other Latin American countries, 
for shipment to Nicaragua, but 
officials there were afraid to send 
in planes because of the fighting. 

Hundreds of homeless, hungry 
refugees wander through the 
bombed-out shims in eastern 
Managua, searching the smolder- 
ing ruins for food and asking about 
missing relatives and friends. 

The area was held for 19 days by 
the Sandinistas, who five weeks 
ago launched their second offen- 
sive in eight months to try to over- 
throw the Somoza family dictator- 
ship. 

“My babies are dead. My home 
is destroyed. Where is my bus- 
band? Oh, God, where is my hus- 
band?” wailed Sara Barreto de la 
Cayo, standing in the smoking 
ruins of what used to be her borne.

According to Arafat, chairman 
of the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization (PLO), the talks also 
covered Israeli's decision to con- 
tinue attacks on targets in south- 
ern Lebanon.

Arafat told reporters that their 
fa Ike had alai touched on the 
Israeli cabinet decision to main- 
tain terrorism with the use of 
American weapons and cover. 

He was referring to the Israeli 
use of U.S.-built F15 planes in fast 
week’s air attack with Syrian 
planes. 

In his quest for national unity, 
Hoss said his planned government 
will abolish private information 
media and clandestine radio star 
dons. 

He affirmed that the Cairo and 
Riyadh accords that govern the 
armed presence of foe Palesti- 
nians in Lebanon “win have to be 
implemented.” 

According to these accords, 
Palestinian refugee camps in met- 
ropolitan area must be stripped of 
heavy weapons and foe comman- 
dos be moved to designated reg- 
ions in south Lebanon. 

In forming his government Hoss 
will have to establish the delicate- 
balance between the various 
religious sects and political parties 
in this country of three million 
people. 


Egypt kills F-5E bid 


CAIRO, July 2 (R)‘ — Egypt 
has finally given up the idea of 
buying 50 F-5E mflitaiy planes 
from tbe United States, the 
weekly magazine, “October”, said 
here Monday. 

The magazine, which gave no 
source for its brief report, said, 
Egypt would buy American Phan- 
tom fF-4) planes instead. 

The magazine also reported that 
China has supplied Egypt with 90 
MiG- 21 planes. 

It said 40 of these planes were 
free of charge while foe remaining 
50 were purchased. 


The 1978/1979 edition of 
“Military Balance” published by 
foe London-based International 
Institute for Strategic studies said 
China only owned 80 MiG- 2 Is. 

President Sadat said on June 5 
that Egypt has concluded a deal 
with China, and the authoritative 
newspaper “al-Ahram” reported: 
two days later that the deal was 
made up mainly of Chinese- 
designed F-6 fighter-the equival- 
ent of the Soviet- built MiG 19.

Egypt needs $3b a year 


CAIRO, July 2 (R) — Egypt 
told the Tokyo economic summit 
it would need three billion dollars 
a year in aid for development of its 
economy after the peace treaty 
with Israel, Prime Minister Mus- 
tapha Khalil said in an interview 
published here Monday. 

Dr. Khalil, in an interview with 
tbe newspaper “al-Ahram”, said 
foe summit of the leaders of the 
sewn major industrial democ- 
racies had been told the money 
was needed for agriculture, indus- 
try, housing and infrast ru ct ure .

Kingdom as far as social benefits 
are' concerned, the General 
Organization for Social Insurance 
says. 

In an interview with“ Al-Bilad” 
Monday, the organization's acting 
director-general, Musaid 
Muhammad Ai-Senani, said that 
when a foreigner who has worked 

a pertain number of years here goes 

home his settlement to welfare 
goes with him, and be receives 
Saudi benefits when be reaches 
retirement. 

Insurance benefits can be paid 
in case of retirement, disability or 
death. 

In 530 cases, he said, the organ- 
ization had paid benefits in one 
lump sum to foreign workers liv- 
ing in their own countries. One 


hundred and seventy-one people 
in Arab countries and abroad 
were receiving monthly pensions. 
Of those, 86 were paid because of 
a bread winter’s death, 63 because 
of retirement and 22 because of a 
workers. disability. 

He explained how the money is 
actually sent to those abroad: 
when a man stops working, his 
company sends notification to the 
relevant social insurance office. 
The worker fills out 'a form and 
sends it in with a copy of his pass- 
port. After the social insurance 
office has inspected and approved 
the application, a check in what- 
ever currency bis likes is sent each 
month to the worker’s address. 

If he should become disabled, 
the worker gets in touch with the 
social insurance office and gives bis 
medical report to the organiza- 
tion's medical committee. If the 


application is approved, the 
benefits due are paid either in a 
lump sum or each month.

Foreign women, it said, are to 
be forbidden going into markets 
while immodestly dressed. Nor 
are they to eat in public places. 
Christians will not be allowed to 
wear crosses around their necks 
and shops and commercial prem- 
ises will be banned from playing 
loud music. 

Ulema of the Board of Religi- 
ous Guidance have apparently 
stressed the necessity of such 
action to stamp out such alien cus- 
toms from Saudi society, feeling 
them incompatible with Islam and 
its traditions. 

The report follows a letter from 
Interior Minister Prince Naif to 
Prince Sattam, the deputy gover- 
nor of Riyadh, which was quoted 
in “Al- Riyadh” last month as 
detailing “blatant abuses 1 ' in the 
capital. The paper said Prince Sat- 
tam sent a articular to all govern- 
ment departments and ministers 
in Riyadh in which he asked for 
their cooperation in ending prac- 
tices that “are in stark infringe- 
ment of Islamic principles.’' 

The practices condemned in 
Prince Naif’ tetter Include; 

— unsuitably dressed foreign 


women shopping or eating out in 
public; 

— the ostentatious wearing of 
crosses; 

— use of foreign names for 
Saudi shops and establishments; 

— shops and supermarkets 
playing loud music and Western 
songs, 

— Muslims loitering outside 
mosques or in the streets at times 
when they ought to be praying 

— and failure to attend the 
mosque at alL 

Prince Naif also complained 
that a number of streets and resi- 
dential areas in Riyadh were not 
being policed by members of the 
Society for the Promotion of Vir- 
tue and the Prevention of Vice — 
generally called Mutawwain. 

The letter also condemned the 
prominence given to dog food in 
supermarkets. Dogs are generally 
considered repugnant in Muslim 
countries. 

Korean laborers should also be 
prevented from knocking at doors 
on the pretext of seeking a glass of 
water. “Some of them may have 
evil intentions," the letter said.

“Newsweek.” ■ 

In a separate development, Qaddafi and, foe deputy ruler of 
Bahrain Sheikh Hamad Ben ba Al- Khalifa held formal talks in 
Bahrain Monday on Middle East developments and strengthening 
bilateral relations.

In a statement on Pakistan radio 
Sunday Agha Shahi said that 
Pakistan was not dealing with any 
other country in this regard and 
had not acquired any material or 
equipment for this purpose. 

He also denied receiving any 
assistance from Libya to develop 
nuclear research. 

Shahi was answering questions 
arising from a report in the 
London-based “Middle East 
International” claiming that 
Pakistan was “making an Islamic 
nuclear bomb.” He described the 
report as unfounded and pre- 
judiced. 

He said that Pakistan’s nuclear 
research was being made for 
peaceful purposes only. He won- 
dered why the Western press did 
not make similar noises about 
Israel’s and South Africa's 
bomb-making programs. 


TEHRAN, July 2 (R) — Iran's 
religions leader Ayatollah Kho- 
meini has banned men mid women 
swimming together naked. 

The 79-year-old Ayatollah 
apparently used the word naked to 
include the wearing of bikinis and 
Western-style swimsuits. 
Orthodox Muslim women usually 
bathe folly clothed. 

Addressing a group erf Muslim 
scholars Sunday, Khomeini said 
that what Westernized intellectu- 
als wanted in Iran was gam hi mg 
and swimming with naked women. 

“Islam does not allow naked 
swimming and the people of Rasht 
and Bandar Pahlavi (two Caspian 
Sea resorts) will flay those naked 
men and women who swim 
together ” foe Ayatollah said in 
the holy city of Qom, ISO 
kilometers sooth of Tehran. 

The Ayatollah said tire interior- 
ministry bad promised him that 
naked swimming would be stop- 
ped.

Turkey to abide by IMF accord 


ANKARA, July 2 (R) — The 
Turkish government Monday 
pledged to the International 
Monetary Fond (IMF) it would 
abide by an agreement which Is 
e x pected to release at leasts 1.75 
billion of Western cash into Tur- 
key tins year, the state radio 
reported. 

The radio said a “letter of 
intent”, signed try Finance Minis- 
ter Ziya Muezzinogiu, was 
despatched to the IMF Board of 
Directors in Washington by 
courier. 

The IMF agreed to lend money 
to Turkey last month after Turkey 
devalued its currency by an effec- 


tive 43 per cent against the dollar 
and adopted an austerity program 
to satisfy its Western creditors. 

If as expected the IMF Board 
accepts the letter, Turkey would 
be assured of fresh IMF credits 
believed to total around $300 mil- 
lion dollars, according to press 
reports here. 

But in effect, the agreement 
would release a furthers 1.45 tril- 
lion urgent cash aid pledged by 
members of the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD) in Paris a 
month ago bat made conditional 
on a Turirisb-IMF accord. 


Meanwhile, gasoline rationing

Istanbul is the first Turkish city 
to ration gasoline, which has tri- 
pled in price at the pumps, to 50

them from queing elsewhere, offi- 
cials said.

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Israeli gunners shell Tyre 

BEIRUT, July 2 (R) — Israeli gunners Monday shelled tire south- 
era port city of Tyre, using 155 MM shells, the state-run Beirut radio 
reported. It said the bombardment which it described as 1 heavy and 
continuous, was still in progress about two hours after it started 
around 11.25(0925 GMI).$hdls landed on some districts in the city 
as well as on the port area, the radio added without referring to 
casualties or fosses. At the same time, Israeli planes flew over tire 
southern regions in the western and central sectors, but made no 
strikes. The Palestine news agency Wafa said the Israelis and their 
allied Lebanese rightist militias joined in shelling Tyre. 

PLO claims credit for two blasts 

BEIRUT, July 2 (AP) — The Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) declared responsibility Sunday for two explosions in Tel Aviv 
and Jerusalem earlier in the day. Israeli authorities claimed no one 
was hurt in either incident. The Palestine news agency Wafa said foe 
first explosion “demolished several facilities” in Jerusalem killing 
and injuring several persons. The other explosion, planted near a bus 
s tatio n m Tel Aviv “inflicted Homaoo m nearby braidings and left an 
unspecified number of casualties." 

Afghan minister visits Pakistan 

ISLAMABAD, July 2 (R) — The pro-Communist government in 

Afghanistan has sent a minister to neighboring Pakistan for talks 
aimed at ending feuding between the two countries. Deputy Foreign 
Minister Shah Muhammad Dost is th^ first Aghan minister to visit 
Pakistan since the Moscow- backed government seized power in 
Kabul in a bloody coup 14 months ago.

Peking’s Congress 
races against time 


PEKING, July 2 (AP) — The 
National People's Congress has 
wound up a two-week conference 
that gave China’s 900 millioD 
people freer elections, greater 
protection under the law and a 
new step toward industrial 

development. 

The 3,265 deputies to the meet- 
ing of the Chinese parliament 
iwere urged to 44 race against 
time" and make China into a 
full-fledged industrial power in 
the coming decades. 

•Perhaps just as remarkable as 
its accomplishments however, was 
the manner in which the second 
session of the Fifth National Peo- 
ple's Congress was conducted. 

Deputies openly debated such 
controversial subjects as whether 
there are political prisoners in 
China and whether the political 
use of wall posters should be 
allowed to continue. The debates 
were reported by the official 
Xinhua (Hsinhua) News Agency, 
and in some cases legislation was 
revised. 

For the first time since 1 957, the 
nation’ was given a full public 
accounting of the state's finances, 
economic condition and bodgeL 

The deputies passed seven 
important laws which, if carried 


but, will restore stability after two 
decades of iron-handed autocratic 
rule and widespread legal abuse. 

At the same time, they 
approved legislation to permit 
free, direct elections to almost 
2,000 county-level people's con- 
gresses, which each represent 
between 200,000 and 500,000 
people the congresses elect pro- 
vincial and national assemblies. 

Until now, deputies to the 
county congresses have been cho- 
sen by the Communist Party and 
run unopposed. Non-communists 
now may run and there will be 
more than one candidate for each 
seat. 

The congress, which ended 
Sunday, also passed measures 
aimed at rejuvenating the cam- 
paign to bring China into the fore- 
front of industrial nations by the 
turn of the century. 

It approved the selection by 
Premier Hita * Guofeng (Hua 
Kuo-feng) of three new vice pre- 
miers to share the increased 
economic load imposed by the 
ambitious industrialization plan. 

The Congress also named foiic 
people, including the once- 
disgraced former mayor of Pek- 
ing, Peng Zhen (Peng Chen), as 
new vice chairmen of the Congress

One member, Zhu Yunshao

2nd largest shipload to arrive 

Malaysia tows 950 refugees out to sea 


KUALA LUMPUR, July 2 
(AP) — A boat with 950 Viet- 
namese refugees — the second 
largest boatload to reach Malaysia 
since the Indochina war’s end in 
1975 — was being towed out to 
international waters Monday. 

Malaysian Navy patrols also 
intercepted two smaller Vietnam- 
ese boats, with a total of 106 
refugees off Pulau in Trengganu 
state, 170 miles northeast of 
Kuala Lumpur, and preparations 
were being made to tow them out 
Monday. 

Refugee officials said the boat 
with 950 was being supplied with

The biggest boatland of 
refugees here was the 1,5 00- ton 
freighter Hai Hong, carrying

Malaysia would no longer accept 
refugees, ships have towed 15,513 
refugees in 80 boats out to sea. 
The actual figure could be higher 
because not every boat towed out 
has been reported. 

Malaysia has set up a special 
military-civil service task force of 
2,500 people to keep new 
refugees out 

The French hospital ship “ He de 
Lumiere” is expected to pick up 
900 to 1.350 Vietnamese refugees 
for permanent settlement in 
France when it travels from Pulao 
Bidong to Singapore.

Russia’s mighty warship 
fights China with water 


WASHINGTON, July 2 (AP) 
— The Soviet aircraft carrier 
Minsk, one of the world's most 
powerful warships, was harassed 
by pesky Chinese navy boars. 

The Russians won — not with 
their powerful missiles and bom- 
bers, but with their firehoses. 

The only casaulties were some 
thoroughly drenched Chinese 
sailors. 

According to U.S. government 
sources, who asked not to be iden- 
tified, the episode occurred in the 
East China Sea last week as the 
40,000-ton Minsk steamed 
northward through international 
waters several hundred miles from 
the Chinese coast. 

It is the first time a Soviet car- 
rier has moved into the Pacific and 
Peking obviously doesn't like it. 

Small Chinese vessels have 
been making repeated passes 
around the Minsk since the carrier 
entered the South China Sea on 
June 17. accompanied by a Soviet 
cruiser, an amphibious ship and a 
tanker. 

At one point several armed 
Chinese trawlers darted to within 
50 yards of the Russian carrier. 

The tiny Chinese ships posed no 
threat to the huge Soviet warship. 

But their maneuvers caused the 
Russian captain to take hasty, eva- 
sive action to avoid running them 
down. 

Finally, the Minsk skipper 
apparently decided he had 
enough. 

Without warning, Soviet sailors 
unreeled hoses, aimed them at the 
Chinese boats bobbing in the 
waves nearby and opened fire with 
high-pressure streams of water. 

The tactic worked. 

Earlier in the Minsk’s voyage 
two Chinese hydrographic ships 
crisscrossed only about 500 yards 

Firefighters 
battle blaze 
in Arizona 

NEW YORK, July 2 (AP) — 
Hundreds of firefighters battled 
timber and brush blazes in the 
western United States Monday, 
keeping anxious eyes on the 
weather after thousands of acres 
of brush and timber went up in 
flames. 

Fifteen major fires Sunday 
burned more than 80,000 acres of 
southern Arizona brush parched 
by high temperatures. More than 
1,700 firemen were called as 
lightning continued to start new 
ones. 

Idaho officials said fireworks 
may have set off some of the 
blazes that claimed more than 
1,000 acres of range and timber- 
land, generally in the southwest 
section of the state. 

California officials worried that 
an 848-acre fire that killed lives- 
tock and threatened expensive 
bouses in the Bedford Canyon 
area near Corona could lead to 
mudslides in the rainy season. 

Hie largest of the fires in Idaho, 
a 700- acre fire in the Boise 
National Forest, was under con- 
trol Monday, but storms could 
move in and stir up new flames. 

“It looks like just about all of 
the fires are man-caused,” said a 
Bureau of Land Management fixe 
dispatcher. “We are getting a lot 
of grass fires. Our prevention 
people are talking about fireworks 
as being the cause.”

(AP) — Portuguese Navy divers 
recovered the body of Phillipe 
Cousteau Sunday, three days after 
his sea-plane crashed and sank 
near Lisbon.

Lord Carrington says 
OPEC strangling poor 


NEW DELHI, July 2 (Agen- 
cies) — British Foreign Secretary 
Lord Carrington said Monday the 
latest increases in o3 p ri ces would 
make it almost impossible for 
some developing nations to sur- 
vive. 

He said that just as developed 
countries had a responsibility to 
help developing nations, OPEC 
also had duty towards them. 

Prices had been raised by 
almost 60 per cent in a year and it 
would make it almost impossible 
for some developing countries to 
survive, he said. The responsibility 
for this “must rest squarely on 
OPEC countries.” 

Meanwhile, concern over the 
impact of h^her oil prices sent the 
price erf gold soaring in Europe 
Monday, while die dollar eased in 
relatively quiet early trading.

Soviet shortfall 
to raise world 
price of grains 

ROME, July 2 (AP) — 
Unfavorable weather conditions 
have cut into Russia's wheat har- 
vest and helped push up world 
grain prices, the U.N. Food and 
Agriculture Organization (FAO) 
reported Monday. 

Hot weather and winds have 
dried out the soil in western Rus- 
sia after a severe winter. As a 
result, FAO has reduced its esti- 
mate of the 1979 Soviet wheat 
harvest to 192 million metric tons 
from a previous estimate of 210 
million Urns. 

The cutback was the p r i nc ip al 
reason for a reduction in FAQ’s 
estimate for the global 1979 crop 
of wheat and coarse grains to 
1.115 billion tons from an earlier 
forecast of 1.132 billion tons. In 
1978 the world harvested a record 
1.190 billion tons of grains. 

The Soviets will have .to buy 
more grain abroad because of the 
worsened harvest. FAO raised its 
forecast of total world gram 
imports to a record T65 million i 
tons this year from 154.5 million 
in tiie previous season.

Following In the footsteps of Egypt, some African countries are 
advocating resumption of relations with Israel. The latest call came 
from Liberian Foreign Minister Cedi Dennis who said that black 
African countries, which had severed relations with the Jewish state 
in 1973 “to demonstrate their solidarity with Egypt”, must resume 
these ties as soon as Egypt establishes full relations. 

It is no secret that some African states have been disappointed 
with Arab aid following the 1973 war, but the ones that have shown 
such disappointment are those states that saw in the Arab- Israeli 
conflict the possibility of a barter deal: Oil and money In exchange for 
severing relations with the Jewish state. Those who acted on this 
motive — and they are very few — have realized to their detriment 
that the two issues are entirely separate. But this is not to say that the 
Arabs have not shown their appreciation and gratitude for the trans- 
formation in black Africa and for the support African states have 
accorded the Arabs in international forums and at home. Arab aid to 
African countries has been considerable, and it was granted as a 
gesture of gratitude and in the hope and belief that it would help the 
development process in black African countries with the minimum 
possible dependence on global powers. The Arabs have no designs in 
Africa and as such, their aid has been free of all the usual restrictions 
and strings that are characteristic of assistance given by the West and 
by the East 

It is particularly annoying to bear voices like that of the Liberian 
foreign minister distorting the issue and cla iming that the African 
position in 1 973 was an expression of solidarity with Egypt, when by 
their admission, black African states severed relations in support of 
all the Arabs. 

Arab aid to Africa is not an act of charity. But neither it is a 
political tool to be used by the donors or by the recipients. It is hoped 
that no African country will entertain the notion of the carrot and the 
stick and attempt to solicit further aid through threats of resuming 
relations with Israel. 

Firs i and foremost. African states severed their ties with Tel 
Aviv because of the neo- colonialist role Israel was taking on in those 
countries. The Israeli role, which was initially military, evolved into a 
political one that played on domestic rivalries and dissent In all the 
countries it was admitted to. 

Whether some African states decide to resume relations with 
Israel or not is strictly their own affair. But such countries are 
reminded that Africans and Arabs are in the same trench in the sense 
that their stability and unity have always been the target of outside 
forces scrambling for their resources. And while the Arabs have 
acted, to the best of their abilities, to consolidate the stability of 
African countries and to assist national liberation movements, Afri- 
cans will once again find in Israel a proxy force that will capitalize on 
their divisions to serve its own interests and those of its backers. 

Granted the Arabs have neither 41 liberated" Africa from foreign 
domination, nor have they guaranteed its future. But even with the 
modest contributions the Arabs have made any comparison with 
Israel* s role is a sad thing indeed. 


Unrepentant thoughts 
of a former prisoner

ROME — 

Twenty months in an Israeli prison did not change Terre Fleenefs 
basic belief in the Palestinian Arab cause. 

“I won't walk away from it, I won't let myself," the 24-year-old 
woman from San Antonio, Texas, said aboard an airliner flying her 
from Tel Aviv to New York Saturday. 

Miss Fleener was granted parole Friday on condition she leave 
Israel. Convicted on a charge of espionage for tie Palestinians, she 
was serving a five-year sentence that was cut in half under pressure 
from the United States. 

Throughout her 20 mouths m the Neve Tirze Prison near Tel Aviv, 
Israeli authorities refused requests to interview Miss Fleener, who 
was the only American woman held for a security offense in IsraeL 

Her story was that of a person who formed her political opinions at 
a very young age and then shifted ISO degrees. 

Miss Fleener. said she became a Zionist at the age of 12 or 13, 
fervently supporting the Jewish state. "I even wanted to convert to 
Judaism," she said, sipping coffee and smoking cigarettes as a TWA 
airliner took her irrevocably away from Israel. 

Her support for Israel died away gradually during her mid-teens, 
she said. “I learned that the Middle East is an intricate place, I saw 
another side. ..not necessarily an evil sideband before I ever met an 
Arab I wanted to go to a university in the Arab world." 

It was an ambition not to be fulfilled. When she went to Lebanon in 
1975 the civil war raging and the American University of Beirut 
closed, and she got work as a stewardess with Kuwait Airlines. 

Logic was the basis of her actions, she said, while refusing to 
state exactly how she had helped the Palestinians. 

“I believe very strongly in the Palestinian people’s struggle," Miss 
Fleener said. “An injustice has been done. The peace process offers 
-no solution. The Palestinians have to continue their fight, and I 
support them very strongly." 

44 1 don' t hold violence as an ideal. But sometimes when a situation 
grows out of the use of violence, the only remedy is violence,” she 
said.

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Islamic revival, loss of support threaten Afghan regime

KABUL - 

An increasingly effective guerrilla movement in the coun- 
tryside and erpsion of public support throughout Af ghanis, 
tan’s Muslim society threaten to topple the country's 14- 
month-old Soviet- backed Marxist government. 

Diplomats and other foreign observers here say the abil- 
ity of President Nur Muhammad TarakFs government to 
maintain law and order has deteriorated sharply in recent 
weeks despite massive backing of Soviet arms and advisers. 

Most of these sources believe it is only a matter of months 
before the Taraki regime falls, and some say weeks. . 

“The situation is now irreparable,” one foreign observer 
said. “I don't see how it (the government) can survive in its 
present form.” 

The depth of opposition Is due to the belief that the 
government s radical modernization programs threaten 
Afghanistan’s Islamic traditions. There is also a deep-seated 
hatred of the 3,000 to 5,000 Soviet advisers aiding the regime. 

Taraki and the Khalq (or People’s Party) took over the 
government of the Texas-size country of 15 million to 20 
millio n people in a short, bloody coup that ended the near 
feudal rule — and the life — of President Muhammad Daoud. 

The new regime has become dependent upon the Soviet 
Union. It has been watched in the West for the foothold it 
gives the Russians in the region, considered a strategic path- 
way both to the Indian subcontinent and to the mouth of the 
Gulf. 

Communications in this remote, mountainous country 
are poor, and foreigners are restricted in travels outside Kabul 
and in contacts with Afghan citizens, so it is difficult to assess 
the political situation outside the capital. However, reports 
reaching here indicate that the government controls only 
about half of the country with major chunks of eastern, west- 
ern and central Afghanistan now under control of rebels. 
Fighting between Tarakfs hard-pressed armed forces and a 
variety of rebel groups is under way in most areas. The only 
regions reported quiet are the southern provinces of Kan- 
dahar and Helmand. 

Guerrillas are regularly able to cut major arterial roads 
and hoId.them for three to five hours at a time before they are 
driven off by army units. Last week, the land-locked country’s 
main link with the outside world, east over the Khyber Pass to 
Pa k ista n , was reportedly cut for several hours, and foreigners 
were not allowed to travel on the road for two days. 

Rebel groups are capturing and holding for hours small 
urban communities in many parts of the country. In the rugged 
eastern border areas, the towns of Asadabad, Birkot and 
Khost remain under siege, with government forces able to 
relieve them only by air or by armored tank column. 

As the government ruthlessly suppresses opposition to its 
modernization program, its popular support continues to 
erode, and the overwhelming majority of the population now 
appears opposed to it 

With the aid of an II p.m. to 4 a.m. curfew, the govern- 
ment stiU controls the capital of Kabul, although even here 
some fighting has taken place. 

Last week. Radio Afghanistan reported that a group of 
rebels opened fire in one for the city’s bazaars after first 
shouting anti-government slogans. 


Kabul was reported calm however, the day after the 
violence. 

Troops now guard major installations, and Russian 
advisers, once a common sight in the city's shopping areas, 
now spend most of their free time within the Soviet Embassy 
compound. 

Rossian-built helicopter gunships take off at first light on 
sorties against rebels and their villages, and at night searc- 
hlights scan the hills around the city. 

The government still controls all large urban centers in 
the country and major arterial roads most of the time, 
although, considerable effort is needed to keep them open. 
The Kabul Road east to the Khyber Pass and Pakistan, for 
example, is heavily patrolled and vehicles are stopped and 
searched at numerous checkpoints. At some locations, tanks 
guard the road. 

Remote Afghanistan tribes have traditionally resisted 
control by governments in Kabul, and many Af ghan leaders 
have ruled for long periods controlling little more than what 
the Taraki government controls now. But* the depth of anti- 
Soviet feeling and the fear that the country 5 s Islamic traditions 
are under attack has generated a convulsive uprising that 
political observers believe will eventually engulf Kabul and 
other cities. 

“Khalqis (members of the ruling Khalq or Peoples Party) 
go out to remote villages and try to redistribute land and bring 
girls into schools, so the villagers get upset and afraid,” one 
observer explained. “The mullahs and landowners stir these 
fears, and then all hell breaks loose.” 

In urban areas, the Taraki government is rounding up 
large numbers of civilians suspected of opposing its rule. 
There are also reports that the government is conducting a 
systematic campaign, of executions to remove opposition. 

“The level of executions going on here makes what is 
■ happening in Iran look like chikf splay,” one foreign observer 
said. “The problem here is they don’t bother with show trials, 
so it’s hard to keep score.” 

By Western standards, the Khalq reforms would appear 
long overdue. They include baric land reform, and end to 
usury and the custom of bride {vice (where the husband must 
purchase his wife) and encouraging education of women. 


But the Khalqis, who draw their support mainly , from the 
country’s thin band of intellectuals, teachers and advanced- 
level students, seriously misjudged the depth of Mamie roots 
and traditions among the country’s largely illiterate, rural 
population. 

“The Khalqis showed no sensitivity to the values of the 
country,” an analyst said. “They tried to do too much too soon 
and after realizing their mistakes, have done too little too late 
to correct them.” " 


strength of the Pakistan-based groups. "They are certainly 
having some impact along the eastern frontier, but boasts of 
national movements are just public relations stuff," said one 
authority here. 

These sources describe the rebel movement as mainly 
spontaneous, with local tribesmen fighting predominantly 
under their own leaders within their own regions. Although- 
there are si gns emerging of organization among tribal groups, 
it remains a splintered but effective movement with little 
central direction or outside support In fact, the major source 
of new weapons for the rebels appears to be Soviet arms 
surrendered or abandoned by Afghan army units. 

“It is one of the few purely spontaneous re volts going on 
in the world today,” one Western source said. 

“Whatever they lack in organization is made up in religi- 
ous fervor and Soviet xenophobia.” 

Another diplomat said: “There are all kinds of groups 
fighting against the government, but there is no ‘they* holding 
them together. There is only ‘if — Islam." 

As pressure on the Taraki government mounts, foreign 
observers agree its fete hinges on two key factors: how long 
the armed forces are willing or able to continue their dis taste- 
ful task of killing fellow countrymen in the face of heavy losses 
and increased unpopularity; and how long the Russians will 
continue to support Taraki. 

What the Russians will do is a prime topic of conversation 
in this rumor-filled dry. Diplomatic sources list three alterna- 
tives: stand by and do nothing; intervene military with troops; 
or engineer a coup to remove Taraki. 

But if the Russians wait too long, a revolt within the 
country’s hard-pressed armed forces could take the decision 
out of their hands. . 

Despite defections during an uprising in the western city 
of Herat last March, a subsequent mutiny of an army garrison 
in Jalalabad in April and unconfirmed reports of unit defec- 
tions in recent weeks, the military has so far stuck grimly to its 
task of maintaining law and order against rising resistance. 

But a series of purges and liquidations of officers coupled 
with heavy casualties and desertions of both officers and the 
rank and file have created a manpower crisis for the military. 

One source estimated that only a quarter of the ajgn/s 
8,000 officers at the time of Tarakf s Marxist coup in April 
1978 are stfll alive. Morale within the conscript army is repor- 
tedly flagging. 

To fill up the junior ranks, the government is drafting its 
own Khalqi cadre, students and day laborers. One Afghan 
reported that a friend’s 17-year- old daughter was recently 
inducted. 


Diplomatic sources feel the rise of staunch Islamic gov- 
ernments in neighboring Iran and Pakistan had added more 
spiritual resolve to rebels tor "fight godless Communism.” 

The most visible rebel groups operate from refugee 
camps across Afghanistan's eastern frontier' in Pakistan. In 
interviews with foreign newsmen, each leader claims a large 
following, and each disavows any cooperation or contact with 
other groups. 

But military analysts in Kabul tend to discount the 


“They are now at the bottom of the barrel for man- 
power,” one Western source said. “It’s a big question mark 
how much more the army can take.” 

If the Taraki government eventually is overthrown, fore- 
ign observers fear a -bloodbath. It is widely believed in Kabul 
that dissidents have already prepared lists of Khalqis foT 
execution. 

,. , “ To an Afghan, revenge is a cornerstone of life,” said a 
diplomat. “Those who have suffered under his regime want 
their revenge first, then they will think about what kind of 
government to set up."

By this time we were drmlring 
some of Ahmad’s home made 
lemonade — delirious. What dis- 
hes does be make for parties and 
what are his specialities? “Every- 
thing,” he replied with a sweep of 
an arm. 

Pushed for a more specific ans- 
wer he reeled off various Italian 
dishes such as lasagne, pizza, 
spaghetti bologncsc, then threw in 
American pancake and pumpkin 
pie.

Scheckter’s championship lead in danger 
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DUON, France, July 2 (R) — 
Canadian GiUes ViUeneuve has 
pulled up to whhin four points of 
Jody Scheckter of South 
Africa in the Formula One world 
motor racing championship after 
the French Grand Prix. 

ViUeneuve, second in the race 
Sunday behind the turbo-charged 
Renault of France’s Jean-Pierre 
Jabouille, has moved to within 
easy striking distance of the title. 

The 29-year-old Scheckter, on 
30 points, sacrificed his chance to 
add to his score with a pit stop to 
change fixes and finished seventh 
in his Ferrari. 

Frenchman Jacques Laffite, 
who drove a lackluster race in his 
Ligicr, finished eighth to stay on 
24 points in the championship 
table. 

Reigning World Champion 
Mario Andretti, who has collected 
only 12 points this season, was 
forced to retire when his Lotus 
developed rear suspension prob- 
lems. 

The Dijon Grand Prix, the first 
this season not to be won by either 
a Ligier or a Ferrari, was a triumph 
for the Renault cars, which 
finished first and third. 

Dogged by mechanical prob- 
lems since they joined the For- 
mula One circuit two years ago, 
the best they managed was a 
fourth place last year in the United 
States. 

The real proof of the potential 
came this year when Jabouille won 
pole position in the South African 
Grand Prix in March. 



But at that time, true to past 
form, he was forced to drop out. 

Sunday’s fiist heady taste of 
success was sweet indeed. 
Jabouille was nearly IS seconds 
ahead of VULencuve when the 
chequered flag dropped. 

Fellow Frenchman Rene 
Aznoux, in the second Renault, all 
but made it a one-two victory. In a 
bitter duel with ViUeneuve, the 
Ferrari and the Renault overtook 
each other several times in the 
final laps. But the ranartfa^ came 
second, just ahead.

VALDEPENAS, Spain, July 2 
(R) — At least 24 people, most of 
them old pensioners, died in a 
flash flood which swept the town 
of Valdepenas, southern Spain.

100 Houses 

Rescue workers searched for 
victims in the rubble of about 100 
houses shattered by the wall of 
water unleashed oa the town after 
a violent rain storm Sunday. 

The flood water rose to nearly 
three meters at its highest point 
and carried heavy trucks, cars, 
rocks and other debris before iL 

Public Works Minister Jesus 
S audio Rof, who rushed to the 
scene, said, “This is a catastrophe 


of incredible dimensions.'’ 

Most of the victims already 
identified were old age pension- 
ers. Two baby girls also died. 

The flood cut off electricity 
supplies and there were fears that 
the water supply could be con- 
taminated by bodies of animals 
still floating in the receding flood. 

100 Years 

The mayor of Valdepenas esti- 
mated damage at more than one 
millio n pesetas ($ IS million). 

He said it was the worst disaster 
in the area for more than 100 
years. 

The mayor told Spanish Radio, 
“ We don’t know what we will find 
when we search through the rub- 
ble in the morning. But we cer- 
tainly expect there will be more

According to the paper the Health Department of Jeddah Munici- 
pality has been testing various kinds of tranquilizers to capture the 
dogs prior to destruction.

At foe southern tip of the plain 
of La Mancha, it is a popular stop- 
ping place for travellers heading 
Andalusia and the Costa del Sol. 

Most communications in the 
town still were out of order Mon- 
day as police, firemen and Red 
Cross workers from nearby towns 
and the provincial capital of 
Ciudad Real continued rescue and 
cleanup operations. 

Mexican 
elections 
test PRI 

MEXICO CITY, July 2 ( AP) — 
Mexicans turned out at the polls in 
apparently unexpected numbers 
Sunday to vote for a new, 
expanded 400-member congress, 
a spot check of polls showed just 
before closing time. 

Although seven parties were on 
the ballot — three of them for the 
first time — all voters interviewed 
thought foe ruling Institutional 
Revolutionary Party, which has 
governed Mexico for half a cen- 
tury, was a shoo-in for victory. 

Early morning voter turnout 
was slow. But by late afternoon_ 
some polls in the Federal District 
were reporting as high as 75 to 80 
er cent turnout. 

‘“Everyone knows the PRI is 
going to win,” said Alexandra Sosa 
Culver, 1 who voted for the first 
time Sunday. 

“But I voted so that foe PRI 
would win by a little less.” 

Another voter who asked not to 
be identified said, “the Commun- 
ist Party is going to tell us just how 
well entrenched foe PRI is.” 

The Mexican Communist Party, 
the Socialist Workers' Party and 
the arch-conservative Mexican 
Democratic Party placed candi- 
dates on foe ballot for the first 
time as a result of a political 
reform bill passed last year. 

The Communist Party has been 
the best organized of the opposi- 
tion parties with posters plastering 
the cities and a massive advertis- 
ing campaign. 

Political observers here say the 
interesting outcome of the elec- 
tion will be which party comes in 
second to foe PRI and what per- 
centage of the vote opposition 
parties win.

In a front page story and a foil-page advertise- 
ment in Monday’s editions, the newspaper prom- 
ised “$ 100,000 coverage for death or dismember- 
ment to subscribers or members of their house- 
holds,” as well as $ 100,000 for damage to their 
homes or property — up to a maximum of $ 1 
million in each category. 

But here’s the catch; “If you are already a 
’Chronicle' home-delivered subscriber, you can 
relax on the fateful day. If you aren't, phone 777- 
1111 for peaoe of mind.” 

The “Chronicle" offer came less -than a week 
afterfoe rival “Examiner” promised $ 10,000 to the 
first person delivering a piece of the 7 9- ton space 
station to the newspaper. 

While the “Chronicle’s" entire circulation area 
falls beneath the path of the orbiting space station, 
so does two-thirds of foe planefs surface. •

Andreotti gets 
Italian mandate

Series of earthquakes 
hits Panamanian towns 


PANAMA CITY, July 2 
(Agencies) — A string of earth- 
quakes has hit the Panamanian 
Pacific towns of Puerto ArmueLIes 
and David causing severe damage, 
according to local radio reports 
heard here. 

The reports said foe area of the 
town, close to the border with 
Costa Rica, was rocked by 30 
earth tremors late Sunday. There 
was no word of casualties. 

The broadcasts said the first 
tremors struck the Puerto 
Annuelles district, about 400 
kilometers west of here at 153 5 
local time Sunday. 

The U.S. Geological Survey in 
Golden, Colorado, Sunday night 
reported a strong earthquake 
measuring six on the Richter scale 
in southern Costa Rica. 

Puerto Annuelles is about five 
miles from the Costa Rican border 
and the point where most Alaskan 
oil arriving in supertankers is 
offloaded and then pumped 
aboard smaller ships for foe trip 


through the Panama Canal to the 
East Coast. 

Puerto Annuelles has about 
10,000 inhabitants and is a major 
shipping point for United Fruit 
Co. bananas as well. 

“We really don’t know what 
happened in some of the smaller 
communities. Some of them are 
pretty isolated,” an official said. 

He said a wall caved in at one 
high school in David and that 
doors and windows were broken 
at the Caja De Oro Bank. 

David, with a population of 
about 40,000 is a farming com- 
munity on the Pan American 
Highway and its buildings are 
mostly single stoiy. 

“Some sections of David are 
without water and power. Appar- 
ently the generating plant was 
damaged and it appears some of 
the water mains were broken,” foe 
officer said. 

He said there bad been about 20 
aftershocks, each one getting 
progressively weaker. 


WIMBLEDON. July 2 ( AP) — 
Teenager Tracy Austin Monday 
beat veteran Bfllie Jean King 6-4, 
6-7, 6-2 in the quarterfinals of the 
women's singles and earned her- 
self a semifinal place against Mar- 
tina Navratilova, the holder, on 
Wednesday. 

It was the first time the two had 
met. Austin was a kid of only three 
and a half when King won the first 
of her six Wimbledon titles in 
1966. 

In a titanic center court match 
that lasted two hours. King, 35 
fought her 16-year-old opponent 
fiercely all the way and got a ser- 
vice break to go 2-0 up in the final 
set. 

But with foe physical and men- 
tal strain beginning to take its toll. 
King let the game slip right away 
from her. Austin, looking relaxed 
with victory in sight, picked up the 
next six games in a row for the set 
a i 6-2. 

But even with the match dying 
at her feet. King refused to give' 
up. In the very last game she saved 
one match point, and fought back 
to advantage twice before finally 
dumping a volley into foe net to 
give Austin her win. 

In the most absorbing center 
court match Wimbledon has seen 
this year. King's vast experience 
looked atone time like pulling her 
into the last four. But age was tak- 
ing its toll ; she was a good yard 
slower around court than in her 
heyday of the last decade, and sig- 
nificantly — and uncharacteristi- 
cally — too many of her volleys 
were going into the net. 

Austin looked totally composed 
and at ease throughout, even at 
the start of the final set when she 
dropped 'service to trail 0-2, and 
she never faltered in her strategy 
of pulling the game from one wing 
to the other, from the baseline to 
the forecourt. 

Ea rli er, defending Champion 
Martina Navratilova survived a 
first set shock before beating 
Australian Dianne Fromboltz2-6, 
6-3, 6-0 to move into the semifi- 
nals. 

She was joined in the semis by 
Evonne Cawley, the 1971 champ- 
ion, who trounced Britain’s Vir- 
ginia Wade 6-4, 6-0 on center 
court. 

Second seeded Chris Evert took 
just over an hour and a half to beat 


hardworking Australian Wcndv 
Turnbull and earn a semifinal 
meeting with Cawley. 

Evert won a baseline battle 6-3, 
6-4. 

Navratilova looked in real trou- 
ble early on against Fromholtz. a 
23-year-old left hander from Syd- 
ney. 

The eighth seed took the firs; 
nine points and broke the 22- 
year-old Czech- bom champion in 
the first and seventh games to take 
the set in just 20 minutes. 

Fromboltz. who dropped just 
three points on serve in the fin: 
set, broke Navratilova in the first 
game of the second set, but then 
the champion, who had been serv- 
ing badly and had made several 
unforced' errors, started to get her 
game together. 

While the startling upheavals of 
the men' s singles have made the 
headlines since the tournament 
began, climaxed by the defeat of 
second-seeded American John 
McEnroe on Saturday, the eight 
leading women have been going 
about their work in businesslike 
fashion and ail have survived to 
the quarter-finals. The men's 
quarter-finals are Tuesday.
